There ia 
no fruit more delicious than this aud every 
one that has a piece of ground should seek to 
raise a few peaches. The 
trees cost but 


little and aro easy to make grow ; some 
plant tho slonetf nnd so get without biuKliug 
pretty good fruit. 
It is safer to purchase 


trees of tbo best Rortd, or raise seedlings and 
bud with the best, florin. Crawford's early 
and late, Foster, Halo's early, Old mi son and 
Cooledgo's Favorite trfi among tbe best. Wet 
one-year-old trees only. Head them in KOIUO 
before setting. Do not make the In ml ex- 
tromoly rich. 
Better to grow tbe trees 


moderately. 


PLUMS.—It in thought by many also that 


plums can be raised in this inuudinte local- 
ity.

iu Ilostou, a proniiunut fruit Grower said he 
believed tho lime had come when there 
should be no dillicnlty in raising plums. lie 
felt the wdut of snob (is ho hud when n boy 
nud bought thirty trees, most of which ho 
planted Ju his hen yard and the hens had 
kept them frpo from the curcnlio.
